2. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8-10, 12, 14-16, and 18 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance. Regarding claim(s) 1, the prior art 
of record, either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations including a method for producing a light-emitting diode device, wherein a thickness 
of the transfer layer is 1 to 2 urn thick; wherein a pitch of the minute unevenness structure is 1 to 
3 um; wherein forming electrode-forming portions by etching the upper and lower 
semiconductor layers of the light-emitting layer when dry etching is carried out using the transfer 
laver as a resist mask.
